The monthly meeting of the TRW Systems Amateur Radio Club Executive Board 
was called to order at 12:10 on Thursday, 14 October 1971 in $/1353 at 
Space Park, by President, Ed Thornley, WA6JHD. Attendees were: Thornley, 
Paul Weisz, Frank Halligan, Jerry Dean and Al Lee. 


OLD BUSINESS:

6. Four reels of mag, tapes were purchased by TRW/ARC from the 
TRW/HiFi Club. These tapes were sent to Lockheed ARC so that their 
high speed code course could be recorded. The tapes were returned 
to TRW and checked. These tapes are now available to any TRW/ARC 
member and may be checked out for one week. Speed varies from 
10wpm to 22wpm with code groups and clear text. Editor's note:
